The class is completed in 
one evening and consists of 
not only training in CPR 
but also clearing of obstruct¬ 
ed airways by use of the 
Heimlich Maneuver, and the 
signs and symptoms of a 
heart attack. 

These classes have been of¬ 
fered for well over a year 
and more than 1500 people 
have taken advantage of 
this free course. Enrollment 
is open to anyone, eighth 
grade and older who is will¬ 
ing to set aside this one 
evening for comprehensive 
training. 

The course should be of

Candidate Pledge On 
Jarvis Amendment

Have we, candiidates for various offices, lost sight 
of what the people are telling us toy signing the Jarvis 
Amendment? Good political strategists avoid discussing 
It. because .they say you are damned If you agree and 
damned if you don’t agree. (However, they are forgetting 
the intent of the people when they signed the initiative. 

California is unique in ils method of setting the 
rate of taxation. Counties and cities compile the yearly 
budgets and then the rate of taxation is brough up to 
match the budget. The public is saying; "Stop, watch the 
spending. We are not the ‘Fountain of Wealth’. We do 
not want to be taxed' out of our homes to keep the politi¬ 
cal bodies running. Something has to toe cut back." 

We are being bontbarded wltli alternatives to get 
the tax dollars in to carry on business as usual. I per- 
scuially vow that I will pay attention to the main concept 
of the initiative, that is to work at lowering government 
costs whetlier the money comes from property or other 
sources of taxation. No longer can people be taxed up¬ 
ward each year. Government on all levels must hold the 
line by prudent budget cutting and toy using good per¬ 
sonnel procedures. 

'There must be ongoing communication between 
elected officials and the electorate to see where services 
have outlived their usefuiness and What the citizens would 
be willing to eliminate to keep dOwn the tax cost. Only 
his way can the intent of the Jarvis Amendment be ful¬ 
filled. 

So You May Know! 

state Controller Kenneth Cory recently placetf ad 
vertisements througliout the State to locate the 77,585 
owners of more than $35.1 million in unclaimed property 
reported to his office this year. 

"This more than doubles both the money and num¬ 
ber of owners reported last year and is a money in- 
crea.se of 819 per cent since we started our concentrated 
campaign in 1975-7t> to achieve greater compliance with 
the State’s Unclaimed Property Law and get more of this 
properly back to its rightful owners," Cory said. 

“Between 35 and 50 per cent of this money will lie 
returned to the original owners or heirs if our re.storation 
efforts continue to prove as successful as they have in 
the past.” 

Cory said that in addition to advertising the name 
and last kn(>wn address of each owmor In a major news¬ 
paper in each county where such property is reixirted, his 
office is mailing a notice to eaoli owner at the last 
known addres.s. The advertisements were reiieated the 
following week. 

"This notification effort ranges from 32,467 names in 
Los Angeles County with claims totaling almost $13.7 
million, to three names in Alpine County where the total 
is $22,” Cory said. "We woud like to see all thes<> people 
get their money back.” 

The Unclaimed Property Law provides that unclaimed 
property, such as savings accounts left domant more than 
seven years in a bank or other Ristitution, must be re¬ 
ported to the State ControHer by those holding the prop¬ 
erty. The Controller then attempts to find the rightful 
owners or heirs. 

The advertisements instruct claimants to contact Cory’s 
office for furtiier information on claiming the property, 
while the mailed notices identify the current holders of 
the projicrty to w'honi the owners may direct claims. If 
still unclaimed af.er April 30. the pn>perty is delivered 
to the Ccmtroller and all subsequent claims must tx' ad¬ 
dressed to that office. 

This year’s surge in unclaimed property repor;s is 
a direct result of our efforts to increase compliance with 
the law and to change the law to make it more pro- 
tec-tlve of the prope-ty owner.” Cory -said. He cited law 
chcaiges whicTh lowered the dormancy period from 15 to 
7 years, stiffened reporting requirements, and narrowcnl 
the conditions for exacting service charges and restric¬ 
ting interest payments on dormant acxounts. 

"When the donnancy period for savings acconuts 
dropped from 15 to 7 years in 1977 is unloosed a one¬ 
time flood of reports which will not be duplicated in the 
fu.ure,” Cory said. "But at the same time it gave us 
an earlier start on locating the owners.” 

He said the legal changes also require a greater ef¬ 
fort on the part of the banks and o.her institutions to 
locate the owners before reporting the accounts as dormant. 

"Unfortunately tliere still are millions of dollars 
that have gone unadvertised and may never be restored to 
the owners l)ecause some California banks for many years 
followed the practice of applying monthly service charges 
to inac.ive savings accounts,” Cory said. "Such charges 
wd[ied out many small accounts toy the end of the dor¬ 
mancy period and these accounts were never reported to 
the State Controller.” 

Cory is currently engaged in litigation witli Bank 
of America over more than $9.5 million withheld from 
unclaimed accounts. He has been successful in similar 
claims against several other ins.itutions and has actions 
pending again.st still more. 

"If our actions are successful, this money will be re¬ 
ported to the state and there is a ix>ssl!bility that 35 to 
50 per cent of it will be restored to the righ.ful owners 
instead of remaining as added profits for the holding 
Instltu.ion,” Cory said.

Cauliflower got a bum 
shake from mother nature. 
Because cauliflower heads 
are sensitive to direct sun¬ 
light. They "burn” easily, be¬ 
come dis<x)lorod and take on 
a strong flavor. 

So when you are at the 
market be saire you buy a 
cauliflower with no brown 
spots. 

To correert the “bum" pro¬ 
blem farmers vary in grow¬ 
ing practices. Some have 
crews fold one or two leaves 
over the head. Others fold 
and hold with rubber bands. 
Some do nothing and take 
their chances. Arvd some¬ 
times an engineer starts to 
figure. 

Don Le.nker is an agricul¬ 
tural engineer with the 
Unted States Department of 
Agriculture, and he’s a good 
one. He gets his kicks think¬ 
ing up machines to produce 
better arxl cheaper vege¬ 
tables. He was concerned 
cauliflower "bum” ... a 
machine to tie the leaves 
ever the cauliflower head. 

At Salinas, Califern i a, 
Ixjnger had already de¬ 
veloped a mechanical har¬ 
vester for cauliflower. He 
figured a stockroom tier, the 
kind used in mall rooms, 
would be OK if he could ad¬ 
just it to the movement of 
the tractor mounted ma¬ 
chine, adjust for width and 
lift the leaves. 

Finally, a mechanical tier 
resulted from his efforts. It 
folds the leaves over the 
liead, ties them in place with 
a string, cuts the string and 
goes or» to the next cauli¬ 
flower. 

A man can tie 500 an hour, 
the machines ties 3.800.
